WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP— 
The FEPC bill, whose backers had 
hoped to get it before the House 


Monday, was put off today for at 
least two weeks. 

Speaker Sam Rayburn an- 
nounced that instead of the job 
discrimination measure the House 
will take up as unfinished busi- 
ness a bill for United States par- 
ticipation in certain international 
organizations. 

The international legislation, 
rated by the House leadership as 
relatively minor, is a holdover 
from the last session. It was 
called up but not finished in Oc- 
tober, the last time the 21-day 
rule was invoked. 

The 21-day rule, allowing com- 
mittee chairmen to call up their 
bills the second and fourth Mon- 
days of each month if the Rules 
committee has bottled them up for 
three weeks, 1s the one under 
which the FEPC proponen’: had 
planned to get their measu: : be- 
fore the House. 

Lengthy Debate Sought. 

Southern Democrats in the 
House made it plain they wanted 
to talk at length on the interna- 
tional bill if they could get it in 
ahead of the FEPC measure. If 
they can talk about amendments 
all day Monday they are in the 
clear until Feb. 6. On that date

Chnsttuction of low-rent public 
housing on the De Soto-Carr site 
can be started Within the next 
year or 18 months, or possibly 
sooner, the St. Louis Housing 
Authority announced yesterday. 

This was made known in con- 
nection with disclosure of the de- 
tailed layout of low-rent housing, 
middle-income or “urban rede- 
velopment” housing, parks, school 
sites and streets for this 180-acre 
tract. The over-all site is bounded 
by Eighteenth-Jefferson-Franklin- 
Cass. General authority to pro- 
ceed with the plan was obtained 
by the city from federal offi- 
cials at Washington last Tuesday. 

The design was explained at 
the mayor’s office by Arthur A. 
Blumeyer, chairman of the Hous- 
ing Authority, and George F. 
Hellmuth, its architect. They 
broke down fhe redesign of the 
area as follows: 

Public or low-rent housing, | 
in three successive stages, com- | 
prising 2490 dwellings — 83 
acres. 

Middle-rent housing, ex- 
pected to be taken up by the 
proposed urban redevelopment 
corporation as a publicly aided 
private venture, 750 dwellings 
—25 acres. 

Parks, one large and one | 
small, adjoining—19 acres. 

A néw public school site and | 
an enlarged, existing public 
school site—eight acres. 

Space for suggested enlarge- 
ment of St. Stanislaus Catholic 
church and school—four and 
one-half acres. 

Streets and kindred uses in 
the new layout — about 40% 
acres. a

The bequest was disclosed to- 
day in the will of William W.

The trust fund is £150 ($420). 
The bell ringer of Netherseale 
parish is to get the earned in- 
come, but any time he fails to 
ring the ‘bells he will be fined 
two shillings sixpence (35 cents).

NEW YORK, Jan. 21 (UP)— 
Alger Hiss was found guilty of 
perjury today by a United States 
district court jury which decided 
he betrayed his country to a pre- 
war Communist spy ring when he 
held a post of trust in the State 
Department. 

A jury of eight women and four 
men reached a verdict 23 hours 
and 38 minutes after it went out 
in this second trial of the 45-year- 
old “career man” who had risen 
through the Government to a post 
as adviser to President Roosevelt 
at Yalta. Actually the jurors de- 
liberated nine hours and 13 min- 
utes. 

Found Guilty on Both Counts. 

They found Hiss guilty on both 
perjury counts—that he had lied 
when he denied he served a Com- 
munist network in the New Deal 
1930s by handing over to Whit- 
taker Chambers, self-admitted spy 
courier, secret documents from 
the State Department, that he lied 
when he said he had not seen 
Chiatibers after January 1937.

Letter from Acheson. 

The letter from Acheson dated 
yesterday had this comment on 
the 193 to 191 vote in the House: 

“This action, if not quickly re- 
paired will have the most far 
reaching adverse effects upon our 
foreign policy, not only in Korea 
but in many other areas of the 
world.

President Roosevelt. 

Thin, natty, and with a boyish- 
ly handsome face, Hiss at once 
denied Chambers’s story before 
the committee. He denied it 
again before a New York grand 
jury looking into subversive ac- 
tivities. © 

Hiss dared Chambers to repeat 
his accusations in public with- 
out the cloak of immunity from 
a libel suit. 

Chambers did. Hiss immedi- 
ately sued for libel. A pre-trial 
hearing was held. 

But in the fall of 1948, Cham- 
bers showed his trump card. 
From a hollow pumpkjn on his 
Maryland farm, he produced a 
roll of microfilm. They were rec- 
ords of secret documents he said 


“were turned over to him by Hiss 


10 years before. 

The grand jury called Hiss 
back again. He was indicted in 
December, 1948, on two counts 
of perjury. 

It was charged that he lied in 
denying he ever gave Chambers 
secret documents and lied again 
when he swoft he had not seen 
Chambers after Jan. 1, 1937.

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Succeeds Sidney W. Souers as 
Executive of National Se- 
curity Council—Took Oath 
of Office Monday.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21. 


HEN Sidney W. Souers of St. Louis 

recommended that his successor as 

Executive Secretary of the National Se- 
curity Council be 38-year-old James Selden 
Lay Jr., he had in mind that fabulous civil 
servant, Lord Hankey, who as secretary of 
the Committee of Imperial Defense gave im- 
partial continuity to British foreign policy 
for three decades. 

In reluctantly accepting Souers’s resigna- 
tion, President Truman said that his action 
was made easier because Lay, as Souers’s 
assistant, had been “thoroughly indoctri- 
nated” in the N.S.C.’s work. 

With President Truman watching, Lay ail 
the oath of office at simple ceremonies at the 
White House last Monday. 

Lay, a fourth generation Washingtonian, 
intends to make Government work his ca- 
reer. In his new position he will be the pos- 
sessor of more foreign and military policy 
high secrets than anybody in the country, 
the President alone excepted. 

This highly confidential work will be regu- 
lar routine to Lay. As a reserve officer he 
was called into the military service six 
months before Pearl Harbor and five months 
before the attack he was called to the Mili- 
tary Intelligence Division of the War De- 
partment. As a captain his assignment was 
study of the British army. He was named 
chief of the British Isles Branch and served 
briefly in London. He later became Secre- 
tary of the Intelligence Committee of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and because of his 
knowledge of British arms and his acquain- 
tance with British officials he was appointed 
American Secretary of the Intelligence Com- 
mittee of the Combined Chiefs of Staff. 


Cited for His Wartime Work 
Done With ‘Exceptional Skill.’ 


His work was primarily that of a staff 
officer, not that of an operational cloak and 
dagger agent. His citation for the Legion of 
Merit stated that his “exceptional skill and 
efficiency” contributed significantly to the 
tasks assigned him by the Joint Chiefs.

Central Intelligence Agency and his highly 
confidential security work for the Atomic 
Energy Commission gave him, as President

For a while, he was under constant pres-

Chief, were .authorized to make top policy.

Department building, Lay modestly com- 
plained that he was not a “colorful” fellow 
and could boast of no spectacular wartime 
exploits.

He keeps himself fit by sailing, 
skiing and weekend golf around 100. 

With his new responsibilities, he will get 
$15,000 a year salary. Unlike many Gevern- 
ment officials, he does not dress up to his 
income. He prefers comfortable tweeds over 
“business” suits and often goes in for many- 
hued ties. 

His blue-green eyes light up when he 
talks about the Council and his future there. 

“But a funny thing,” he told the Post- 
Dispatch, “is that my father, who worked 
most of his life for the Government, said 
to me when I left for college: 

“*i don’t want to make your decisions 
and it’s up te you to decide what you 
want te be. But I have one request— 
don’t work for the Government.’ 

“And now it looks as though I’ve got 
a job for life—that is, if I can make good.” 
A permanent job for a promising career 
man was an idea Souers had when he took 


Lay as an assistant. If there is to be im-| 
partial and impersonal continuity to Ameri-- 


can foreign policy, an executive secretary 
who will serve all administrations, Demo- 
cratic or Republican, can contribute much. 
In other spheres, J. Edgar Hoover has done 
this for the Department of Justice and 
Daniel W. Bell did it for the Treasury 
Department before he resigned to head a 
Washington trust company. 

Lay’s job will be bigger because he will 
work for the White House and the State 
and Defense Departments on problems reach- 
ing all parts of the globe. 


President Truman Presides 
Over National Security Council. 


The National Security Council—not to be 
confused with the United Nations Security 
Council—is the only group other than the 
Cabinet over which the President actually 
presides. The permanent members are Vice 
President Barkley, State Secretary Acheson, 
Defense Secretary Johnson and Dr. John 
R. Steelman, acting chairman of the National 
Security Resources Board. Other Cabinet 
members and agency heads, such as Treasury 
Secretary Snyder, Commerce Secretary Saw- 
yer and ECA Administrator Hoffman attend 
meetings whenever their international poli- 
cies are being co-ordinated with top policies. 
The regular meetings are the first and third 
Thursdays each month. Special meetings are 
not uncommon. 

The Council is the brain child of late De- 
fense Secretary Forrestal, who had been im- 
pressed by importart contributions of the 
Comniittee of Imperial Defense since its crea- 
tion by British Prime Minister Balfour in 
1904. For years Forrestal advocated the crea- 
tion of a White House “secretariat” of high- 
ranking, non-political public servants, to help 
formulate policies and to see that they were 
carried out. He was successful in having 
the N.S.C. organization authorized by the 
Armed Services Unification law. 

As the first executive secretary of the 
Council, Souers worked out the details of 
the Forrestal idea.

Pool—Non-Union Workers 
Also to Get Benefits.

TOLEDO, Ohio, Jan. 21. 

NOVEL approach to the problem of, non- 

contributory pensions in mass industries 

has been made in this diversified indus- 
trial city by the CIO United Automobile 
Workers. That union is pressing for estab- 
lishment of an area-wide co-operative pension 
plan for relatively small employers, a plan 
which would embrace all employes, regard- 
less of union affiliation. 

The scheme, advanced locally by Richard 
Gosser, turbulent national vice president of 
the Auto Workers stationed in Toledo, is 
predicated on the theory that while one small 
manufacturer might not be able to finance a 
pension plan, a group of small manufacturers 
could do so collectively by pooling funds. 
The worker would then accrue pension cred- 
its, even if he moved from one participating 
firm to another. He would be protected by 
the common fund against loss of pension 
rights. Since workers change jobs fre- 
quently in this district the plan is especially 
pertinent here. 

Industrial management in the Toledo area; 
and the Toledo newspapers, are fighting 
tooth-and-nail against adoption of such a pen- 
sion scheme, however. A committee repre- 
senting management has been formed, an 
advertising campaign has begun, and so far 
management has refused even to discuss such 
a pension plan with the unions, though the 
union has threatened to strike unless it be 
given consideration. 

A ‘showdown fight between management 
ard labor—as personalized by Gosser, the 
dominant labor leader in this territory— 
seems to be building up. It seems likely, 
however, that if the, plan is adopted for this 
area, Toledo may become a guinea pig for 
the rest of the country. é 

Promulgation of the pension plan, the 

Post-Dispatch learned, represents the first~ 
application of a national policy formulated 
by Walter P. Reuther, president of the 
UAW, and its international executive board. 
Reuther ties up pensions with social secur- 
ity legislation, seeks to knit union objec- 
tives te community welfare throughout the 
country.

- Under broad outlines of the union's pro- 
gram, workers would obtain a minimum 
pension of $100 monthly, including federal 
benefits, at the age of 65. Sixty-year-old 
employes, with 25 years of accredited service, 
also could retire. They would receive at 
their option either a full, but deferred pen- 
sion beginning when they reached 65, or a 
smaller pension beginning at the time of 
retirement.

After the Age of 65 Years. 


Workers also would be permitted to work 
after reaching, 65, if able so to do. This pro- 
vision, the union maintains, would not only 
tend to recognize individual circumstances 
but would reduce costs.

The program would be ndutaleieeed by 
a board consisting of five representatives 
of management, five from the union, and 
an impartial chairman, chosen by agree- 
ment between both sides. Payments would 
be deposited by employers in a trust fund, 
created by a trust agreement, and adminis- 
tered by the board. 

Trustee of the fund would be a bank or 
trust company named by the board. Invest- 
ments would require concurrence of the 
administrative board and directors of the 
depgsitory. 

“Union membership has nothing to do 
with the plan,” Gosser declared to the 
writer, “even though it covers plants where 
we have contracts. In some cases, where 
American Federation of Labor unions have 
craft representation, those workers would 
be covered. So would non-union workers. 

“What it amounts to is a great big co- 
operative insuranee company. It is good for 
labor and it is good for industry. This is a: 
parts-factory town. We have frequent lay- 
offs. This plan would give to the mass pro- 
duction worker real security for the rest af 
his life and it would stabilize the abor force 
in this area.” 


Employes Would Receive Credit 
For Service Before Plan Adopted. 


The union proposes that the plan be made 
retroactive, so that employes now near re- 
tirement would be credited with employment 
with participating firms during the years 
before the pension plan was in force. This, 
it is charged by management, would result 
in fantastic costs for the plan. Gosser, how- 
ever, said that the union’s study indicated 
costs would not be excessive, although he 
could not give an estimate of over-all costs.

Gosser, who has consolidated union power 
here in his own militant hands, advanced 
the pension proposition last Oct. 1. Employ- 
ers charge that he demanded that they agree 
fo the plan even before héaring its actuarial 
details.

It is headed by Harris 
McIntosh, president of Toledo Scale Co., as 
chairman; with F. H. Adams, Surface Com- 
bustion Corp., and R. A, Stranahan, presi- 
dent of the Champion Spark Plug Co., as 
co-chairmen. Lev Flournoy, a professional 
public relations man, is executive chairman, 

The committee immediately launched an 
advertising campaign seeking to establish that 
the so-called “Gosser-plan” is “fantastic and 
unworkable”; that it would damage Toledo’s 
industries in a national competitive sense, 
and that it might spell bankruptcy for some 
of the smaller ones. 

Industries here, the committee maintained, 
are not opposed to pensions arrived at on a 
company-by-company bargaining basis but 
are against the area-wide plan, details of 
which it concededly knew nothing at the 
time the advertisements appeared. 

In a front page editorial, the Toledo Blade 
stated it was of opinion “that the time has 
come to let Mr. Gosser know that he is 
neither going to rule or ruin Toledo.”

Missouri Childhood Pastoral 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Not long ago I received a rare letter 
from a cousin, dwelling mainly on 
events of our childhood. I was sur- 
prised at the reach of her memory, her 
ardent expression of the merry times 
we children had romping and playing. 
Cherishing as she did the carefree days 
of youth, I was reminded of Words- 
worth: Whither is fled the visionary 
gleam? Where is now the glory and 
the dream? 

The letter sparked a chain reaction of 
other memories, of a boyhood spent on 
my father’s farm. Across the farm 
flowed an alluring stream, winding 
through a broad and fertile woodland 
valley, the like of which there are 
many in Missouri. Along this stream 
and among the surrounding wooded 
hills and dales I learned the lore of 
nature; hunting, trapping, fishing, swim- 
ming, skating in season on gleaming ice, 
beneath which, in the shallows, could 
be seen small fish darting. 

With a responsive heart I lived. in 
a world of fancy free where all things 
sang together, the flowers, birds, wild 
ferns, the shrubs, massive sycamores, 
hickories, elms, birches, the lindens; 
where in late spring myriads of honey- 
‘bees swarmed. In the woodland groves 
and shaded glades I watched the sun- 
light form mosaic patterns, listened 
gleefully to the chatter of squirrels, the 
chipmunks, drumming of pheasants, 
saw small lizards skittering on logs. 

I was enchanted by the easy soaring 
of hawks, the eerie cry of owls, searched 
out their nests and those of the crow, 
the turkey vulture. the rare and elusive 
heron; watched butterflies dancing and 
fluttering. I came to know intimately 
the tracks of the wild creatures, where 

sto find their hiding places, knew of the 
choicest groves of hazelnuts, the black 
haw, the elderberry, the great buroaks 
with large acorns snugly held in deep, 
fringed cups.

Its banks 
would be soft and clammy, but back in 
the forest there would be a stirring of 
life beneath the brown, sun-splashed 
leaves; incipient growth announcing the 
presence of tender shoots that had be- 
gun to throw off their mantle of sleep. 

Here were the infant rays of the vio- 
let, the bluebell, the frail lily.

Real Self-Interest 


Secretary Acheson's reversal of policy on: 


Franco Spain is further evidence that the foun- 
dation of American foreign policy is a narrow 
conception of self-interest. This is the principle 


which guided George F. Kennan, unti] recently 


the State Department’s chief long-range planner, 
in framing United States foreign policy. 

' In a Speech before the Academy of Political 
Science in New York, Mr. Kennan expounded 
the premises upon which his decisions have been 
based. If essence, he said the United States 
should concern itself principally with its own 
national self-interest, should avoid identifying 
itself with other peoples’ causes as far as pos- 
sible, and should not concern itself with the 
self-interest of other nations, once we are as- 
sured they are anti-Communist. 

“Our security lies in the preservation of bal- 
ance and stability and confidence among the 
nations of the world,” he said. “We cannot 
undertake to dissect the political personalities 
of foreign peoples and to identify the compon- 
ent parts of what constitutes their interpretation 
of their national interest.” He cortinued: 

We must be careful not to accept respon- 
sibility for all the motives and as tions of 
all those to the support of whose efforts our 
aid may be directed or those who may 
profit in one way or another from it. Our 
task is to satisfy ourselves, before we begin 
to help others, that the results of our ac- 
tions can be expected to be. ones beneficial 
to causes for which we ourselves are not 
ashamed to stand. 

This is the thinking which underlies our will- 
ingness to justify the means by the end in 
Greece, our failure to make a real effort to 
build a free popular government there. This 
preoccupation with our own instead of with 
other peoples’ “national self-interest,” along 
with considerations of war, made possible our 
earlier deals with Darlan in North Africa and 
Badoglio in Italy. 
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This is the philosophy-without-morals of Bis- 
marck, who made the self-interest of one nation, 
Germany, the touchstone of his foreign policy. 
Bismarck’s success under it was only illusory. It 
will work no better for us. America’s limited 
goal of containment of Communism is in grave 
doubt in Asia. In Europe it has been achieved, 
temporarily, at least, but only at a high price. 
The world has been sharply and definitely di- 
vided into two camps, both of which are, or soon 
will be, armed with atomic bombs. 

Unquestionably it is the masters of the Krem- 
lin who must shoulder the principal blame, But 
it is possible that United States foreign policy, 
even though it has been right more often than 
not, could have been: more successful. 

Should we not think less about our own self- 
interest and more about other peoples’? Britons, 
Greeks, Brazilians and Chinese can have no rea- 
son to support United States national self- 
interest voluntarily and enthusiastically, in the 
absence of other considerations. Yet respect for 
their national self-interest prevents the United 
States from compelling them-to support us. 

This is a closed circle. The way out is to 
appeal to Other peoples, and appeal to peoples 
we must if the democracy of the United States 
is to succeed, 

One reason is simply that democracy has come 
to the world, and in democracies, the people 
rule. A second reason is that much of Commu- 
nism’s success is derived from its powerful pop- 
ular attraction. Any foreign policy which hopes 
to be successful against it, consequently, must 
make an even more powerful appeal to people. 
And of far greater importance, the only justifi- 
cation for continuing the fight in which we are 


' now engaged is to establish and strengthen 


democracy. This can be done only when people 
believe in it. 
~ . = 

The United States needs to set its sights 
higher than it has in the past. Democracy is a 
faith, a faith which we should attempt to propa- 
gate by establishing the conditions which dem- 
onstrate its worth and make it possible for peo- 
ple to believe in it and follow it. This cannot 
be done by thinking only in terms of the United 
States’ immediate self-interest. 

Obviously,, American self-interest cannot be 
ignored. But in the world of 1950, Americans’ 
self-interest is inextricably bound up with other 
peoples’ interests. It is time to recognize that 
fact. It is time to appeal to people. 

What kind of policy can have such an appeal? 
Not the cynical and amoral “realism and prac- 


ticality” of the nineteenth century which Wood-_ 


row Wilson attacked. Not military or political 
expediency for the advantage of only one nation. 

Not a policy of attempting to reverse the 
United Nations’ moral embargo on Fascist Spain. 
Not a policy of loans to bolster Franco’s bank- 
rupt dictatorship. 

United States foreign policy should be moral 
no less than practical. People examine actions 
and motives, whether of individuals or govern- 
ments, by a moral standard, even if tyrants do 
not. Without morality, it is possible to win 
despots. With it, it is possible to win peoples.

Experiment for Mr. Killy 

As the latest exercise in individual enterprise, 
native ingenuity and other qualities which most 
Americans wish to stand for, there is the work 
of young Forrest Killy of Roselle, N. J. He 
stands for all these things. 

For several years electronics engineers have 
applied themselves to converters which permit 
black-and-white television sets to receive color 
telecasts.

Conviction of Alger Hiss 
Many months age, Alger Hiss said that either 
he or Whittaker Chambers was lying. A federal 
grand jury subsequently indicted him on two 
counts of perjury. Now his second trial has 


, ended in a verdict of guilty—guilty of lying when 


he said he did not see Chambers after Jan. 1, 
1937, and when he said he did not give Cham- 
bers secret government papers for a Soviet spy 
ring. 

The jury system is the best device so far 
devised for determining guilt or innocence and 
it had one of its hardest problems in this con- 
fused and confusing case. To convict the former 
State Department official who bore an excellent 
reputation, it had to rely chiefly on the sensa- 
tional charges of a confessed liar and perjurer— 
on a man who put up a series of false fronts 
as a Communist espionage courier, and who. as 
recently as a year ago, produced secret docu- 
ments from a pumpkin on his farm. 

Confronted with this anomaly, the first trial 
jury could not agree and a mistrial was de- 
clared. The second jury did not report until 
it had had the case for 24 hours and consulted 
the trial judge several times. In such a situa- 
tion, the citizen may have his own notion about 


‘the Hiss-Chambers case. He still cannot be sure. 


We hold no brief for Alger Hiss. At the same 
time, we have no confidence in the assertions of 
Whittaker Chambers. If the trials are a warn- 
ing that espionage is not to be played with. 
they also suggest that the Government should 
have a sound basis for such serious charges. 
Surely the Department of Justice will want bet- 
ter evidence for any future prosecution of this 
sort. 

Now that the second trial is over, let it be 
said that Life and Time, for which Whittaker 
Chambers was a highly-paid senior editor after 
his Communist activities, went beyond proper 
bounds in writing up the case for their read- 
ers. In the United States, an accused person is 
innocent until he is proved guilty. The Luce 
publications did not follow this basic principle 
of fair-dealing in the Hiss-Chambers case. It 
matters not what the verdict turned out to be in 
the end.

If we understand it, the essence of Justice 
Minton’s argument against Mrs. Knauff, which 
three other Justices accept to make up a four- 
Judge majority, is that Congress left a wide 
measure of discretion in security matters to the 
President. In turn the President delegated the 
appliéation of some of his discretion to the At- 
torney General. Accepting the idea that the 
law permitted exclusion without a hearing, Jys- 
tice Minton says: 

“In such a case, we have no authority to re- 
try the determination of the Attorney General.” 


Whether the Supreme Court has a right to 
“retry” a finding of fact by the Attorney Gen- 
eral, the court unquestionably has ample au- 
thority to review the Attorney General's inter- 
pretation of a federal law. If the Justices can 
stay the President's hand, as they did in the 
Myers and Humphrey cases, they can say when 
they think an Attorney General exceeds Con- 
gress’ intent. The misfortune of Mr. and Mrs. 
Knauff clearly is that their case did not come 
up when the late Justices Rutledge and Murphy. 
were still on the supreme bench. —

Four Justices Shut Out a War Bride 


Extracts From Supreme Court Opinions in the Ellen Knauff Case 


Minton’s Majority Opinion 


May the United States exclude with- 
out a hearing, solely upon finding by the 
Attorney General that her admission would 
be prejudicial to the interests of the Unit- 
ed States, the alien wife of a citizen who 
had served honorably in the armed forces? 


Petitioner was born in Germany in 1915. 
She left Germany and went to Czect:.o- 
slovakia during the Hitler regime. She 
went to England in 1939 as a refugee. 
Thereafter she served with the Royal Air 
Force efficiently and honorably from Jan. 
1, 1943, until May 30, 1946. She then se- 
cured civilian employment with the War 
Department of the United States in Ger- 


‘many. Her work was rated “very good” 


and “excellent.” 

On Feb. 28, 1948, with the permission of 
the Commanding General at Frankfurt, 
Germany, she married Kurt W. Knauff, a 
naturalized citizen of the United States. 
He is an honorably discharged United 
States Army veteran of World War II. He 
is, as he was at the time of his marriage, 
a civilian employe of the United States 
Army at Frankfurt, Germany. 


On Aug. 14, 1948, petitioner sought to 
enter the United States to be naturalized. 
On that day she was temporarily excluded 
from the United 
States and detained 
at Ellis Island. On 
Oct. 6, 1948, the As- 
sistant Commissioner 
of Immigration and 
Naturalization  rec- 
ommended that she 
be permanently ex- 
cluded without a 
hearing on the 
a@gound that her ad- 
mission would be 
prejudicial to the 
United States. 

On the same day 
the Attorney General 
adopted this recom- 
mendation and entered a final order of 
exclusion. To test the right of the At- 
torney General to exclude her without a 
hearing for security reasons, habeas 
corpus proceedings were instituted. The 
District Court dismissed the writ, and the 
Court of Appeals affirmed. 

The authority of the Attorney General 
to order the exclusion of aliens without 
a hearing flows from the Act of June 21, 
1941. By the 1941 amendment it was pro- 
vided that the President might, upon find- 
ing that the interests of the United States 
required it, impose additional restrictions 
and prohibitions on the entry into and 
departure of persons from the United 
States during the national emergency. 

Thus the decision to admit or to exclude 
an alien may be lawfully placed with the 
President, who may in turn delegate the 
carrying out of this function to a responsi- 
ble executive officer of the sovereign, such 
as the Attorney General. The action of 
the executive officer under such authority 
is final and conclusive.

How the Judges Stood 


The 4-to-3 decision which closed the | 
door at Ellis Island on an ex-Gl’s war 
bride is perhaps the most significant 
Supreme Court ruling since the two 
new Truman appointees were seated.

Jackson’s Minority Opinion 


I do not question the constitutional pow- 
er of Congress to authorize immigration 
authorities to turn back from our gates 
any alien or class of aliens. But I do not 
find that Congress has authorized an ab- 
rupt and brutal exclusion of the wife of 
an American citizen without a hearing. 

Congress held out a promise of liberal- 
ized admission to alien brides, taken unto 
themselves by men in or honorably dis- 
charged from our armed services abroad. 
The husband is honorably discharged.

Seventy years ago began the policy of 
excluding mentally defective aliens from 
admission into the United States. Thirty 
years ago it became our settled policy to 
admit even the most desirable aliens only 
in accordance with the quota system. By 
the so-called War Brides Act, Congress 
made inroads upon poth these deeply- 
rooted policies. It did this in favor of 
“alien spouses and alien minor children 
of citizen members who are serving or 
have served honorably in the armed forces 
of the United States during World War II.” 


This was a bounty afforded by Congress 
not to the alien who had become the wife 
of an American but to the citizen who had 
honorably served his country. Congress 
gave this bounty even though a physical- 
ly or mentally defective person might 
thereby be added to the population of the 
United States. Yet it is suggested that 
the deepest tie that an American soldier 
could form may be secretly severed on the 
mere say-so of an official, however well- 
intentioned. Al-

Few Freely Elected. 

Among the 11 so-called repub- 
lics only five, Cuba, Guatemala, 
Honduras, Costa Rica and Haiti, 
have governments that can, with- 
out stretching credulity to the 
breaking point, be caiied duly 
elected, and the methods and pro- 
cedures of at least three of these 
have been the subject of consider- 
able criticism. 

President Mariano Ospina Perez 
of Colombia came to office as 
the result of a regular constitu- 
tional election, but he is ruling 
today without a Congress and un- 
der extraordinary and _ self-pro- 
mulgated powers. Nicaragua and 
El Salvador, Panama and Vene- 
zuela and, of course, the Domini- 
can Republic are in the hands of 
out-and-out dictators, military 
juntas or presidents arbitrarily

Difficulties Facing U.S. 
Herein lies the real difficulties

are internal questions, with which 
we cannot afford to interfere di- 
rectly. Past experience proves 
that such action is futile. 

The two outstanding and firmly 
established dictatorships in the 
Caribbean, those in the Domin- 
ican Republic and Nicaragua, are 
in countries which we once forc- 
ibly occupied, and in which we 
attempted to install governments 
_in keeping with our own ideas of 
democratic society. Both Gen- 
-eralissimos Trujillo and Somoza 


It seems to be the consensus of 
most of the men in the field, the 
experts in our own embassies and 
missions in these countries, that 
our policy in the Caribbean 
should be what one of them called 
“both negative and positive.” 

First, we should give as little 
direct financial and material as- 
sistance as possible to the dic- 
tators and strong-arm govern- 
ments, refuse them  out-right 
loans of money, and by all means 
refrain from supplying them with 
arms and military equipment. 

Second, insist that our nation- 
als, who engage in legitimate bus- 
iness enterprise in these coun- 
tries be given fair and equal 
treatment, no more but not less 
consideration than is accorded 
native business enterprises. 

By all means continue to help 
in developing their natura! re- 
sources and building up their 
buying power. Continue to sup- 
ply economic and industrial know- 
how. Help to improve educa- 
tion, sanitation and health facil- 
ities, because all of this tends to 
raise the standard of living and 
increase the influence of the 
people. 

Task for OAS. 

The task of the Organization 
of American States is little less 
difficult than‘ours. This body

When manufacturers cannot 
sell their products, they reduce 
output. This means layoffs which, 
in turn, mean hardship and even- 
tually lead to political unrest. Ap- 
preciable declines in producticn 
in several key industries in half 
a dozen or so of the 16 nations re- 
ceiving Marshall aid in the third 
quarter of 1949 are directly at- 
tributable to a lack of markets. 

If the process continues—if Eu- 
rope cannot sell to itself and to 
the United States in increasing 
quantity—Europe will again know 
unrest. A resurgence of Commu- 
nism and, perhaps, the loss of 
much of the hard-won ground 
gained since 1947-48, will be lost. 


Task Must Be Undertaken. 

Obviously, the task of clearing 
the jungle and draining the quag- 
mire of the European economy 
must be undertaken. Even if it 
is not finished by 1952, and it will 
not be, some progress can be 
made toward helping Europe (1) 
withstand the ever-present pres- 
sures of Communism, and (2) 
achieving a greater measure of in- 
dependence from American dollar 
aid than it now has or will have 
in 1952. 


These underground men, some- 
times unknown to official party 
bosses but completely trusted by 
Moscow, have been told that Pal- 
miro Togliatti has became too 
much of an idol among Italy’s 
party members. It is Togliatti 
who, by reason of his organizing 
talent and because of his ability 
to adapt party creed to Italian 
character, is able to keep Italy’s 
Communists together, but Togli- 
atti “adapts” too much for Mos- 
cow taste. Moscow sees too much 
regional tendency fostered under 
his leadership. 

What Displeases Moscow. 


Cominform leaders, it seems, 
have a lot of complaints against 
Togliatti: 

1. The party has so far failed 
to exploit properly the social 
agitation which low salaries and 
high cost of living are fast de- 
veloping in Italy. 

2. Togliatti seems to see no 
harm and much advantage in 
supporting and fostering the in- 
dependence movement in Sicily. 
Moscow thinks the Communist 
grip could be more easily set 
on a united country. 

3. At Togliatti’s request, at- 
tacks on Mussolini and his 
family in the party organ Unita 
have ceased, and the newspaper 
has even alluded to the more 
prosperous period which existed 
in Italy before the war. 

Milan observers report fre- 
quent personal contacts between 
Fascist and Communist under- 
ground leaders in recent weeks. 
This clandestine support of Fasc- 
ism is pure Italian machiavellism 
on Togliatti’s part. He knows that 
if Fascism should again become 
strong enough to start trouble, 
the same people who refuse to 
join the Reds against government 
and church would not hesitate to 
combat a Fascist uprising. He 
feels that, in such case, Commu- 
nism might be the beneficiary. 
Russia Wants No fascist Link. 


Moscow machiavellism is not 
of the same brand. The Comin- 
form, with its rigid adherence 
to party principles, frowns on any 
kind of alliance between Commu- 
nism and Fascism. 

In its campaign to get the Ital- 
ian party back in line Moscow is 
,employing two methods. 
| First, it has cut off supporting 
| funds. Up to six months ago 
‘Soviet money flowed regularly 
Into the Italian Communist cof- 
fers via Switzerland. Now the 
coffers are emptier than at any 
time since the end of the war. 


But, they have discovered, trade 
is not flowing so freely within 
Europe itself as had been hoped. 

Eurepean nations are eager 
enough to sell their cars, fancy 
textiles, wines, hard liquors and 
hand-crafted leathers to the 
United States and Canada for dol- 
lars, but not to one another for 
sterling, franc, lira or guilders. 

Their reluctance is partly due 
to the fact that no two of those 
currencies are interchangeable, 
but mostly to the existence of a 
morass of restrictive trade prac- 
tices—the result of the between- 
wars efforts to become selt-suffi- 
cient—which bog down commerce. 

Among the most common are 
import quotas: Nation X looks at 
its budget and decides, usually 
arbitrarily, that it will import 
from Nation Y only so many ra- 
dios that year in spite of the fact 
Y’s radios are.better and cheaper 
than those produced in X. 

Another gimmick of the cock- 
eyed European economic system 
is double-pricing: Country Z will 
charge more for its coal per ton 
in country Y than it does at 
home. 

Cartels which rig prices and 
slice up markets within the 
nations themselves 
Europe; monopolies which, 
cartels, stifle competition

Not one European country, 
Hoffman disclosed recently, has 
an anti-trust law on its books. 

How It Would Work in U.S. 

You might get an idea of what 
kind of a Europe is building by 
imagining, for a moment, what 
American economic life would be 
like if it were suddenly Euro-_ 
peanized along present lines. 

Every state would have a dif- 
ferent currency, of course. This 
would mean that an upper New 
York state farmer could not send 
a check to an Iowa maker of mow- 
ers for a new machine. That 
would be illegal. Besides, the 
lowa firm could not cash it. The 
New Yorker would be obliged to 
buy within the frontiers of his

_ Europe will then have a deficit. 
it is now generally conceded, of 
approximately five billion dollars 
annually. It cannot close the dif- 
ference between dollar earnings 
and dollar expenses entirely. The 
highly publicized “dollar gap” has 
always existed. For about half a 
century Uncle Sam has been fill- 
ing it in one way or another, with 
government loans, war loans and 
huge private lending. 

None of the money ever came 
back, or very little of it, except in 
the highly intangible form of the 
kind of friendship which _ pro- 
duced a winning war combination 
twice. 

“The most that we can hope to 
accomplish,” one ERP official, not 
in Italy, said recently in an inter- 
view, “is to relieve the burden on 
our taxpayers by reducing as 
much as possible the amount of 
dollar help that Europe will re- 
quire. 

“This car only be done by re- 
ordering the European economy 
so that the nations involved can 
buy what they need in their own 
currencies from each other, rather 
than from America with dollars. 
This means blasting away a lot of 
restrictive practices. 

“It also means improving Eu- 
rope’s industrial plant so that it 
can produce more cheaply and 
compete more easily. It means 
reorganizing antiquated business 
and commercial practices. It 
means practically a revolution, 
and that cannot be done in two 
years or 10. We hope the Ameri- 
can people won't expect too much 
too soon.” 

No, the “integration” of Europe 
about which so much will be writ- 
ten and spoken in the weeks and 
months ahead, will not produce 
any United States of Europe. The 
barriers to such a Europe are too 
many and too solid. ERP’s blast- 
ing powder will, at most, demolish 
some and reduce others. 

Besides, there are nationalisms 
to be contended with. -The peo- 
ple of Western Europe want unity 
well enough, but the politicians 
scream things about ‘“sover- 
eignty,” and their shouts drown 
out the voices of the plain folks.

Not all American methods are 
acceptable in Italy, Dr. Ovadia 
says. The use of fluoride to check 
decay was known to the ancient 
Romans in its dangers as well as 
its merits. Its merit is that it 
halts decay in young teeth, but 
its disadvantage is that it makes 
them brittle. 

“Roman mothers who lived at 
ancient Palmyra, far off in the 
Syrian desert, were obliged by 
law to come home for nine years 
after bearing children,” he ex- 
plains. “The reason was that the 
Palmyra water was highly fluor- 
ized and made the youngsters’ 
teeth briftle.” 


In Romagna Campania, where the 


water is naturally fluorized, the 
peasants have learned the price 
of halting dental decay in this 
way, according to Ovadia. Even 
their bones become brittle. They 


break arms and legs in minor 
farm accidents, and their teeth 
— but too fragile for hard 
ood.

Representatives of St. Louis 
have inquired into a $5,000,000 
middle-income housing project 
that has been started in Kansas 
City, as an object lesson for the 
proposed $50,000,000 housing of 
similar character here. 

The Kansas City project is to 
be incorporated under the Mis- 
souri Urban Redevelopment Cor- 
poration Act, giving it certain tax 
limitations and placing it on a 
limited profit basis under public 
control. It will be the first urban 
redevelopment company actually 
formed in Missouri and, as far as 
specialists here know, the first in 
the nation. 

The inquiry trip was made by 
City Counselor James E. Crowe 
and by former Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann and the findings were 
announced to reporters at City 
Hall by Crowe. 

Kaufmann Is Representative. 


Kaufmann has been engaged as 
attorney for downtown business 
and financial interests which are 
backing the plan for dwellings for 
5000 middle-income and higher- 
income tenants on the fringes of 
the downtown district. Specific 
identity of these interests has not 
been made known. Mayor Joseph 
M. Darst is expected to announce 
soon the personnel of a commit- 
tee which will undertake creation 
of an urban redevelopment $cor- 
poration here. 

Except for the prospective ac- 
ceptance of the Urban Redevelop- 
ment Act,the Kansas City project 
would be a purely private yen- 
ture, like any other big, apart- 
ment house financed under FHA 
mortgage insurance. The cit has

enacted an ordinance binding it- 
self to the tax limitation feature 
of the state law, as a preliminary 
step in the Kansas City undertak- 
ing. Crowe and Kaufmann were 
told there was a definite intehtion 
to establish the corporation under 
the state law, but that if for any 
reason this could not be done the 
venture would be carried out pri- 
vately. 


“It's strictly a business proposi- | 
tion,” Crowe related. “The path 
ers expect to make money on it 
and to show that the urban re- 
development plan will work.” 

Tax Feature of Law. 

The tax limitation feature of 
the Missouri urban redevelopment 
statute holds the assessed valua- 
tion down for the first 10 years 
to the tax valuation of the raw 
land as it stood before redevelop- 
ment. For the next 15 years the 
assessed valuation would be 50 
per cent of the normal level. - The 
law requires that net earnings of 
a redevelopment corporation may 
not exceed 8 per cent of the in- 
vestment, after payment of oper- 
ating expenses and annual allow- 
ances for amortizing the invest- 
ment over 60 years. 

One person, whose identity has 
not been made public, has put up 
the equity money for the Kansas 
City project — presumably about 
$500,000, or 10 per cent of the ag- 
gregate expenditure contemplated. 
The other 90 per cent would be 
borrowed under the FHA mort- 
gage insurance plan, known as the 
“608” method, which has been

About the One-Two Punch. 


ECENTLY we _ mentioned 
R the one-two punch and the 

change in its definition. 
Benny Kessler, veteran boxing 
referee and teacher, writes: 

“In re your column referring 
to the one-two: As far back as 
15 or 20 years ago, the one-two 
was a left hook to the body im- 
mediately followed by a hook 
to the head. Old time coaches 
taught it that way. 

“In recent years this has been 
dropped, I presume for the 
‘new look,’ and the one-two is 
now taught as a left jab, im- 
mediately followed by a straight 
right hand blow. 

“John J. Romano, the com- 
piler of sports books, illustrated 
the one-two (left jab, followed 
by a straight right hand) at 
least 15 years ago. 

“Change in the one-two, I be- 
lieve, came about due to en- 
trance of Golden Gloves and in- 
tercollegiate boxing.

They 
started to call it the one-two 
and discarded the old one-two, 
of under and over with a left 
hook.

Far from 
it. But he’s turned over a 
ew leaf in all things and he’s 
ready for a new deal for him- 
self in the boxing game. He's 
going to be his own manager, 
with Jack Callahan to advise 
him on matches and an attor- 


ney to handle his business af- 
fairs. 


After seven years of profes- 
sional »oxing during which 
time he earned in excess of 
$40,000 for himself, Charley 
finds himself in the position of 
being even. And that’s a vic- 
tory because it took most of 
the $4300 he received for being 
knocked out by Willie Pep last 
Monday night tc pay up back 
debts and to buy his own con- 
tract 

“T’ve had a lot of fun with 
money,” said Charley, “I spent 
it the way I wanted to, but I 
found, like so many other peo- 
ple, that you have lots of 
friends when you have money, 
very few when you don’t. 


“Sure, I've spent a‘ lot of 
money on clothes. I didn’t 
have clothes when I was a kid 
going to schol! and I didn't 
have shoes. I’ve got 15 or 16 
pairs now and I’ve had many 
more that I gave away.

An Impeccable Gentleman by Day, 
Jewel Thief by Night --- Story of

IS card read, “Mr. Bert 
Holliday, dealer in 
precious stones.” 


He dealt in precious 
stones all right. But not 
as his neighbors who knew 
him as a “retired jeweler” 
—a “man of substance and 
infinite respectability” — 
thought. 


He had the manner—and 
impeccable accent—of an 
English gentleman. And he 
had all the trappings—a 
town house, a country 
house, a couple of Rolls 
Royces, a fast motorboat. 
... But he was not exactly 
a gentieman in his fancy 
neighbors’ 
term. He was, rather, some- 
thing out of Sherlock 
Holmes — a gentleman 
crook. 


They say crime does not 
pay. In the end; this adage 
proved just as true for Mr. 
Bert Holliday, dealer in 
precious stones—which he 
stole from English country 
homes he visited as a guest 
~—as.it has for every other 
criminal, For Holiday — 
Bertram Redvers Holliday, 
alias Barry Fieldsend, is 
dead. 


He. committed = suicide 
with a walking-stick pistol 
one week after he had 


: - been released on bail on a 


charge of “possessing a 
metal box containing jewel- 
ry suspected of being 
stolen.” °* 


In the words of the cor- 
oner: 


“He knew that as an

enemy of society the net 
was closing about him 
and I have no doubt that 
he took steps to avoid the 
consequences of this act 
on which he had been 
charged.” 


But for more than 20 
years Holliday made crime 
pay. Scotland Yard itself, 
which finally proved to be 
his nemesis, admits this. 
The Yard estimates that he 
may have realized as much 
as $700,000 from his rob- 
beries over the years. It 
calls him “the world’s most 
accomplished burglar.” 
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EVEN SCOTLAND YARD 
did not suspect him until 
about 18 months ago. And 
then they did not ever 
catch him in the act. After 
18 months of shadowing 
him, they finally caught up 
with him through the pro- 
saic process of getting a 
warrant to search his safety 
deposit boxes in a London 
bank. In one of these boxes 
was found a pile of expen- 
sive jewelry “suspected of 
being stolen.” 


Even in death Gentleman 

ert, Society Bertie, or 
Johnny the Gent—as Ber- 
tram Redvers Holiday was 
variously known to his un- 
derworld contacts — con- 
tinues to pose a problem for 
Scotland Yard. Much of the 
jewelry he is believed to 
have stolen has been brok- 
en up so effectively that its 
owners—and the insurance 
company assessors — cannot 
identify it. They go to the 
Yard, walk into a room that 
is so glittering with gems 
on display it looks like 
Aladdin’s cave and come 
away crestfallen. That hap- 
pened, for example, when 
the. Duke of Windsor’s pri- 
vate secretary went down to 
see if he could identify any 
of the collection as coming 
from the $56,000 worth of 
jewelry stolen from the 
Duchess .of Windsor when 
she and the Duke were 
staying as house guests at 
Ednam Lodge in Sunning- 
dale Park. 
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ALTOGETHER, over the 
past 24 years, $2,800,000 
worth of jewelry has dis- 
appeared in robberies that 
have never been solved.

the “best and safest mar- 
ket” for hot gems. 


Scotland Yard thinks that 
Holliday, however, may still 
have had a large share of 
loot on hand when he killed 
himself. They are’ search- 
ing for it sv thoroughly they 
even went over the ground 
around his Thames Island 
home in fashionable old 
Windsor, a few miles from 
King George’s Windsor 
Castle, with mine detectors 
in the belief that-some of 
the treasure might lie 
buried there. 
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HOLLIDAY was 51 when 
he died. But he did not look 
it. He had always been a 
dandy. He was a rider to 


the hounds and a= keen 
angler. He had come a long 
way since his sordid begin- 
nings as a boy of London’s 
elephant and castle slums, 
son of a court bailiff. When 
he began his career of 
crime he made mistakes. He 
convicted of house- 
breaking and of living on 
the immoral earnings of a 
woman. But he learned 
fast and well—so well that 
he got by for 26 years after 
those first convictions, cov- 
ering his tracks so efficient- 
ly that nothing could be 
traced to him. 


He had a_ perfect cover. 
He developed a reputation 
as an ardent naturalist and 
roamed the fields and 
woods of the home counties 
of southern England, carry- 
ing butterfly nets and fish- 
ing gear. As he roamed, he 
took careful stock of the 
mansions in each neighbor- 
hood. Then he waited for 
the right moment. 


The old Windsor place 
was an ideal bolt hole for 
country house  ro®beries 
while the London mansion 
was perfect to bolt to with 
the loot of London hauls. 
Holliday had divided the 
five-story Earls Court 
Square mansion into 20 
apartments. He lived in one 
of them with his wife and 
stepson and let out the 
others. , 
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HE HAD an “English 
gentleman's way” of get- 
ting along with the working 
classes. George Lewis, who 
installed the cocktail bar in 
his town apartment, said: 
“He was no snob. While I 
worked in his house we 
called each other Mr. Lewis 
and Mr. Holliday. But if we 
met in a pub it was George 
and Barry. I only knew him 
te drink beer.” 


Gentleman Bert lived qui- 
etly with his wife, 40-year- 
old Dorothy May, and his 
stepson, George , Holliday. 
“He seldom took his wife 
out anywhere in the neigh- 


gray-haired woman. But the 
village hardly ever saw 
her.” 

The question is: Did Mrs. 
Holliday know that her hus- 
band was a burglar? Scot- 
land Yard thinks so. The 
ease did not end with Bert's 
suicide. Mrs. Holliday was 
charged with receiving a 
silver cup, silver cigarette 


case and other silverware 
four years ago. And 50- 
year-old Leonard Augustus 
Oades, a commission agent 
of Parklands Court, Houns- 
low, has been charged with 
possession of a metal box 
containing jewelry suspect- 
ed of being stolen. This 
little box alone contains 
gems estimated by the po- 
lice to be worth between 
$14,000 and $28,000. 
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HOLLIDAY was believed 
by detectives to have been 
one of the mest patient 
thieves known to the po- 
lice. What Gentleman Bert 
did not realize was that 
there was a detective in 
Scotland Yard whose pa- 
tience equalled his own, 
That man is Supt. Rob- 
ert Lee, head of the flying 
squad and one of the least 
known of Scotland Yard's 
senior investigators. He 
built up a fairly complete 
picture of Holliday’s life 
both in social circles and in 
the underworld. He watched 
and waited. At last he got 
the clue that léd to the ar- 
rest. 


Lee got a warrant and en- 
tered Bertie’s safety deposit 
boxes at Barclay’s Bank, 
King’s Road, in London’s 
Chelsea. On the evidence 
of the jewels he found 
stashed away there he is- 
sued a warrant for Holliday 
who was/ hailed into court 
Dec. 14.) The magistrate 
who released him on $6600 
bail said that he did so 
“with some misgivings.” 


Bertie was cool and—out- 
wardly possessed. He told 
a Scotland Yard man in his 
aristocratic, public school 
accent, “Well, you know the

onus is on you to prove 
where it came from.” 

Nevertheless the master 
burglar had the wind up. 
He told a friend on the

Our royte lay for many miles through tbe bluegrass, that 

beautiful and rolling countryside where soils not unlike those 

of our own Belleview Valley raise luxuriant forage and fine 

livestock. And now we noticed again a thing which had begun 

to force itself into our farmers consciousness even before we 

left Missouri and which has been doubly apparent as we have 

come farther south. This is that where the land is GREEN, 

the people are prosperous. 

buildings in good shape and fences kept up. These conditions 

feflect themselves in the tawns which have broad streets, 
well-stocked stores and substantial homes. 
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@ WHERE CORN, tobacco, soy beans and cotton are the pri- 


mary crops and fields lie bare to the beating winter rain, the: 


exact reverse seems to.be true. Throughout the trip it has 
been in such areas as these that we have seen abandoned 
fields grown up to broom sedge and brush, deserted farm 
houses or tenant houses that are no more than tumble-down 
shacks, and towns which are down-at-heel and shabby as 
though they had known better days. And this, of course, is 
€xactly the. case. Grass and livestock can fit into almost any 
farming system. Rightly used, they help Nature in her task 
of keeping the land in balance, of holding the prectous top- 
soil; and throughout eight states our eyes have given us ample 
evidence that this is true. 
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Our route to Kingsport led finally upward through 
the mountains of east Kentucky and Tennessee. Out 
of Middlesboro we followed the steep and winding 
trail which Daniel Boone ence used to guide: the set- 
tlers from Virginia and the Carolinas up-over the 
Smokies, through the. ‘magnificent Cumberland Gap 
and so westward into the “Dark and,Bloody Ground” 
of Kentucky and even on to Mepoatet This is the coal 
country of Kentucky; the ho 
valleys so deep that if they happ bed ‘ram from north 
to south, they know only a few hours of sunlight each 
day. 
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@ HERE ONE HAS A CONSTANT FEELING that the number 
of people has outgrown the carrying capacity of the land, 
for corn fields and unpainted cabins hang to hillsides so 
steep that it takes two men for each task, one to do the work 
and the other to hold him up so that he won't slide into 
the ravine below. This is the land of “home-made chenille bed- 
spreads” woven in the factories of nearby towns and of 
strangely patterned pottery. Slowly we wound upward along 
the steep road, héld back by lashing rain and trucks which 
crawled around the bends ahead of us. Finally the top came 
in sight, and then, through a triangular notch in the moun- 
tains, a broad sun-swept view of the valley beyond, 
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We wound down into the Holston River valley, 
a headwaters stream of the TVA. The reservoirs 
were dry, whether because of drouth or the normal 
draw-down to await spring floods we could not tell. 
But the farms along the valley have power and 
fertilizer and look prosperous, even though signs an- 
nouncing “Good Fishing” and “Live Bait For Sale” 
seemed somewhat incongruous, with only a_ thin 
trickle of water seeping down the middle of the mile- 
wide bed of the reservoir. 
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@ KINGSPORT is a busy town with many industries. Eliza- 
bethton, our next port of call, is a textile town; having long 
been the home of North American and Bemberg Rayon Mills. 
These furnish most of the employment and for many miles in 
every direction the roads are lined with the homes of mill 
workers. Again, the density of human population after being 
used to our thinly settled Ozark country, was a matter of 
constant surprise. You drive mile after mile along these roads 
of east Tennessee without ever finding a break in the line 
of houses, while the limits of one village run into those of 
the next. So we came down to Chattanooga where we talked 
on Friday and visited Lookout Mountain, 
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Like all tourists, we also went to see Rock City. First of all, 
we had business there, for our movie projector had developed 
kinks and was being repaired by a pleasant young fellow 
who runs the Rock City Gardens camera shop. He urged us 
to take a half hour to walk through the amazing rock forma; 
tions atop the mountain and we agreed afterward that this 
was one of the few commercial developments of a natural 


wonder which had improved rather than spoiled it. The © 


reason is probably that the Carters, who control it, are them- 
selves nature lovers who live nearby in a house which com- 
mands a really magnificent view of the valley far below.

@ AFTER ATLANTA, our next visits were to Columbus, Ga., 
and Pensacola. Thus we drove through the entire length of 
Georgia, then westward across most of Alabama: Both states 
have made much progress during recent years in checking 
the destruction of their soils and forests. The timber resource 
of the area is almost entirely pine, which grows about twice 
as fast as in our Ozarks because of the longer season and 
heavier rainfall. In its reforestation program lies one of the 
great future assets of the southeastern United States, and 
everywhere we found this effort being pushed vigorously 
forward. One thing that particularly interested us was a 
Georgia county with its own Forestry Commission which 
obviously was co-operating with.

IX “muscle men” called on 
S Simon Partnoy in his rating 

news distribution office one 
day in September, 1946. Two 
were St. Louisans. 

Ralph O’Hara, a powerful fig- 


ure in the Chicago Capone syndi- 


cate, acted as spokesman for the 
callers. As Partnoy probably 
knew, O’Hara, former business 
agent of the Chicago motion pic- 
ture operators’ union, had been 
acquitted of murder in the killing 
of a union member who disagreed 
with him. Earlier, when O'Hara 
was bodyguard for ‘Tommy Mal- 
loy, then business agent of the 
union, gunmen assassinated Mal- 
loy in O’Hara’s presence. 


Accompanying O’Hara on the 
visit to Partnoy in the office of 
Harmony News Service were 
James (Pat) Burns of Chicago; 
Louis (Red) Smith and the late 
Frank (Cotton) Eppelsheimer of 
St. Louis, old Egan gangsters, 


and two other Chicago hoodlums. 


O’Hara, a persuasive talker, ex- 
plained the racing news company 


‘which he and Burns had formed, 


Trans-American Publishing Co., 
was expanding all over the coun- 
try and wanted to take over Part- 


' . noy’s “retail” business, which dis- 


taibutes racing news to handbooks 
in Kansas City and 14 other west- 
ern and mid-western cities. 

Naturally, Partnoy was 
ecstatic about the proposal. He 
stalled for time. His callers be- 
came more insistent. O’Hara ex- 
plained that Partnoy would be 
well taken care of, that he would 
get a salary of $600 a month and 
all his employes would be re- 
tained. Still Partnoy demurred. 
His angry callers told him they 
would give him a little time to 
“think it over.” 

The delegation left. Partnoy 
“thought it over.” He knew that 
only recently the Capone racing 
news service's chief competitor, 
James M. Ragen, -head of Conti- 
nental Press Service, had been 
shot to death by gangsters. Part- 
noy also knew the Capone syndi- 
cate was putting the heat on 
Pioneer News Service in St. Louis 
and racing news distributors in 
New Orleans, Dallas, Tex., and

When they returned for a sec- 
ond business conference, the six 
“muscle men” repeated their de- 
mands. On a third visit, they 
played their trump card. Each 
of the callers placed a pistol on 
a tabfe Partnoy, no fool, threw 
in the towel. 
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HUS did the Capone syndicate 
T obtain control of racing news 

distribution in Kansas City 
and in such other important cities 
as Denver, Omaha and Wichita, 
Kan. By controlling the flow of 
race track news, the “life-line of 
the bookies,” the Chicago gang 
got control of handbooks in each 
of the cities in the Harmony net- 
work. It was as simple as that. 

By threats, intimidation and 
occasionally murder, the Capone 
syndicate, working closely with 
the Frank Costello New York 
mob, took control of most horse- 
race betting throughout the coun- 
try. After Trans-American had 
taken away most of the customers 
of Ragen’s Continental Press 
Service, the Capone syndicate 
bought out the surviving owners 
of Continental and Trans-Ameri- 
can went out of business. The

basis. There are a few big 
ones still in business, like the shop 
in the Coates House, a hotel on the 
fringe of the downtown area. This 
handbook is operated by Gizzo, 
Joe Danzo, Mel Levitt and, for- 
merly, by the late Sammy Butler. 


Butler killed himself last Octo- 
ber because he was extremely 
nervous about testifying before 
the United States grand jury 
which is investigating ties be- 
tween the Costello gang and the 
Kansas City underworld, as well 
as other aspects of crime here. 


Butler’s associates were afraid 
his nervousness would lead him 
to tell everything he knew about 
the syndicate operations. A for- 
mer prize fighter and poolroom 
operator, Butler was found dead 
in his cubbyhole office adjoining 
the handbook about 20 minutes 
after he was due to report back 
to the grand jury witness room. 

Only two persons heard the 
shot. When they found Butler 
dying of a head wound, Sam 
Klein and Mike Madaio did not 
notify police. Instead, they ran 
to a nearby restaurant and tol 
friend of Butler, Harry Weiss. 
didn’t call police, either. He 
rushed to the federal building 
and gave the news to Gizzo, who 
was waiting to testify. Gizzo, for 
the first time in his career, sought 
out reporters to tell them that 
poor, nervous Butler had shot 
himself to death. 

Besides its control of the hide- 
away handbooks and the racing 
news distribution here, the Ca- 
pone syndicate makes its presence 
known by the sale of Canadian 
Ace beer, the gang’s favorite 
brew. Distg§butor of Canadian 
Ace and other beers is the Duke 
Sales Co., owned by Binaggio, 
Gizzo, Max Ducov and Nathan 
Bassin. 

Ducov and Bassin were con- 
victed of civil contempt of court 
in November when they suffered 
acute loss of memory in their ap- 
pearances before the United 
States grand jury. After spend- 


-ing less than 24 hours in jail, the 


dapper little bookie and narcotics 
peddler Ducov and his brother-in- 
law tool, Bassin, purged them- 
selves of contempt. by returning 
to the grand: jury and answering 
questions in more satisfactory 
fashion.

Edgar G. Foster, an agent 
for the State Liquor Control De- 
partment, said he met Rimann 
early in 1948 and the next year 
Rimann arranged a bank loan 
which made it possible for Foster 
to buy an automobile. 


Foster said he just happened to 
meet Rimann in a bank. Rimann, 
who held mortgages which gave 
him control of 125 Kansas City 
taverns, including many in Fos- 


‘ter’s territory, got Foster a loan 


for $1625 from the bank. Then 
Rimann took his friend to an 
automobile salesroom where 
Foster bought a new Ford for 
$2040. Rimann furnished the

“While employe was engaged 
in usual and regular work for 
employer,” the application said 
cryptically, “he was shot. 

The claim was filed against Hill- 
crest Country Club and the Em- 
ployers Casualty Co. Rimann’s 
average weekly earnings from 
the club was $138, the application 
said. His estate was appraised at 
$324,928. And shortly before his 
death, the Government filed a 
claim for $230,000 in back income 
taxes and penalties against him. 

In an answer to the compensa- 
tion claim, the insurance firm op- 
posed it on the grounds that Ri- 
mann’s “fatal injury was not acci- 
dental” and his death did not re- 
sult from his employment by the 
country club. 

In a recent conversation with 
Binaggio, the writer, asked him 
about Rimann. Binaggio said: “I 
wouldn't know Rimann if he 
walked in that door. I never saw 
the man, that I know of. One day 
I had a man im here sitting on 
that couch.

N the-small den off the living 

room in the home of Paul 

Bakewell III, on Warson road, 
there are some 35 pictures on the 
four walls. The pictures are of 
dogs and horses, but mostly dogs. 
On either side of the fireplace 
are shelves filled with silver 
trophies—loving cups, platters, 
bowls, tureens and vases. On an- 
other row of shelvés across the 
room are more silver trophies, 
small ones, including goblets, cig- 
arette boxes, ash trays and silver 
statuettes of dogs. There are more 
than 100 pieces of silver of all 
sizes on the shelves in the den. 
This doesn’t include bowls, cups, 
cigarette boxes and other pieces 
of silver scattered around the 
other rooms of the white brick 
country home. 


This den, with all its trophies 
and pictures, is the heart of Deer 
Creek Kennels, which is the cra- 
dle of the world’s finest retriev- 
ers. In the 10 years since Paul 
Bakewell III, more or less by ac- 
cident, started training a single 
Golden retriever, Bakewell dogs 
have seven times won the Field 
and Stream trophy, which is the 
Davis Cup for retrievers. In the 
course of doing so they have 
picked up the dozens of lesser 
trophies. | 

One of Bakewell’s dogs, Shed 
of Arden, has won the National 
Retriever Club title three times, 
something no dog had ever done 
before, and something which, it 
is generally agreed, no dog is 
highly likely to do again. Just 
last month another Bakewell dog, 
Marvadel Black Gum, won the na- 
tional championship, making the 
seventh victory. In addition, Bake- 
well himself has the distinction 
of being the only amateur trainer 
ever to win national honors. 

Above the fireplace in the den 
hangs a large, almost life-size. 
portrait of a dog named Rip, the 
dog which started the Bakewell 
march of fame, and which is now 
referred to in dog circles in the 
same respectful tones with which 
horse fanciers refer to Man 
O’War. Rip, now dead, has taken 
his place in the Hall of Fame of 
great hunting dogs, and he is de- 
scribed in books on hunting dogs 
as “The Immortal Rip.” 

“Yes, it all started with Rip,” 
says Bakewell, looking at the 
portrait of the dog, “and it started 
somewhat by accident. Rip was 
bred by John K. Wallace and was 
whelped in November 1935. I 
had taken up hunting a few years 
before, and was looking for a 
good hunting dog. I bought the 
pup and started training him my- 
self.” 


Bakewell knew, of course, that 
he had a good dog and a smart 
dog. But just how good and how 
smart he didn’t realize until, in 
November 1938 the Mississippi 
Valley Kennel Club held a re- 
triever trial. “I just entered Rip 
because they wanted me to,” 
Bakewell recalls. But sporting 
dog history was made that. day. 
Bakewell discovered that Rip 
could do anything the trial-trained 
dogs could do, and could do it 
with a lot more style than most 
of them.

Rive cone bégan training Rip 
for competition, and the very 
next year, 1939, Rip was the 
national champion retriever. It 
was a great accomplishment for 
a number of reasons. He had been 
trained by an amateur, had had 
far less experience in field trials 
many of the dogs he was 
working against, and finally, he 
was a Golden. Popularity at 
that time was veering to Lab- 
rador retrievers, and dog judges 
were inclined to belittle the 
Goldens. But Rip’s performance 
was so great that he overcame 
everything. And the following 
year —- 1940 — he repeated the 
championship victory in such a 
blaze of glory that he drew praise 
as well as prizes from the judges. 
“Rip was a big dog,” Bakewell 
recalls, “and in action he didn’t 
look so fast. But hé was. 
as greased lightning.” 
William F. Brown, editor of 
American Field, in his book on 
retrievers, has a chapter entitled 
“Retriever Immortals.”

model, rather bulky in fact, not 
with the graceful lines and sleek 
appearance of the setter or even 
some Flat-Coats, yet despite the 
impression of bulk, Rip possessed 
remarkable ease in action and in 
the water demonstrated style and 
power in his swimmimg.... 
Rip proved a consistent, natural, 
willing hunter, accurate in his 
marking, gifted with a chokebore 
nose and gallant perseverance.” 

Although Rip.was the first dog 
ever to win two years in succes- 
sion, he seemed destined to make 
it a triple. But death overtook 
him on August 24, 1941. “He 
knew everything there was to 
know,” Bakewell says. 
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EELING there would never be 

another dog like him, Bake- 

well had already changed to 
Labrador retrievers, now the most 
favored breed, and My Tar of 
Arden and Shed of Arden were 
on their way. Both are big, hard- 
driving dogs, with speed, style, 
endurance, precision in marking, 
good noses and readiness to take 
direction. 

Tar, the older and more experi- 

ced dog of the two, won in 
1941. But Shed was a definite 
threat, and the following year, 
with more experience, he’ became 
the new champion with a memo- 
rable performance. With Bake- 
well handling him, Shed. was 
worked on 19 birds in the mul- 
tiple series and retrieved every 
one. The only ‘mark against an 
otherwise flawless record was 
that he dropped one bird. 


Shed, like Rip, went back to 
win again in the, 1943 event. 

In 1944 his master was serving 
as an officer in the Navy and 
didn’t compete that season. In 
1945 Shed was in the fin but 
was nosed out. But in 1946 Shed 
again entered, and again emerged 
with the championship. 

In the meantime another Bake- 
well dog, Marvadel Black Gum, 
was showing championship style. 
She qualified easily for the 1949 
trials, and in the final events 
held early in December of last 
year, Blackie, as she is called, 
came up with the title, making 
the seventh championship for the 
Deer Creek Kennels. 

“Maybe you'd like to see the 
dogs work,” Bakewell suggested. 
We walked out to the row of 
white, stucco kennels, some 50 
yards away, facing the house. At 
the sound of our footsteps 
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The pup slid on the icy ground, 
frolicked quite a bit in the under- 
brush and @id some playing 
around generally, but he showed 
evidence of training and in time 
brought the bumpers back to 
Bakewell and jaid them at his 
feet. 

“To begin with,” Bakewell ex- 
plained, “retrieving comes natural 
to these dogs. It’s instinctive. On 
top of that, they love to do it. 
So you don’t really have to teach 
them to go after things. What you 
teach them are tie refinements 
of retrieving, such as how to obey 
the various signals, how to hold a 
bird, and how to deliver it.” 


Retrieving dogs have been 
used in England for several hun- 
dred years, Bakewell explained, 
but they were virtually unknown 
in this country until a little more 
than a century ago. But eve 
then it wasn’t unti! the early 
1920s that hunters began to ap- 
preciate the virtues of a dog 
which could:sally forth in search 
ef fallen game birds on either 
land or water, and stay with it 
until they came back with bird in 
mouth and deliver it to the 
hunter. 


Once game has been shot, it is 
the purpose of the retriever to 
collect it as fast as possible with 
a minimum of disturbance to the 
ground. To do this a good re- 
triever must learn to: 1. Mark the 
fall of the game; 2. Upon order, 
go briskly to the scene of the 
fall; 3. Search the area intelligent- 
ly, showing determination as a 
game finder, and perseverance; 
4. Upon finding tne game make 
quick, clean pick-up with a ten- 
der hold; 5. Return rapidly, with- 
out distraction’ or dalliance; 6. 
“oe right up to the hunter’s 

nd. 


It's a large order to fill, and 
it’s not an easy job for either dog 
or trainer, Bakewell admits. It’s 
a thing that requires time and 
patience, but if the dog has what 
it takes, he can be trained to do 
these things in a manner which 
makes it appear almost human. 

“Now,” said Bakewell, “I'll 
show you what | mean.” He took 
the puppies back to the kennels 
and came back with two wn 
Labradors: both splendid speci- 
mens of the breed. We were in- 
troduced to Shed of Arden, three 
times winner,: and Matchmaker 
for Deer Creek, better known as 
Mate, a coming champion himself. 
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F all the different retrievers—

A handler, carrying a sack 
that contained two live ducks 
with their wings hoppied, went 
to the far end of the field. He

; Swung his right arm like a 
man sending a bowling ball down 
the alley. This gave the dog the 
direction. But not until he gave 
the command did the dog move. 
Then he was off like a shot in 
the direction of the released bird. 

The bird, of course, was run- 
ning around in the brush. When 
Mate got in the general vicinity, 
Bakewell gave one blast on his 
whistle. Mate stopped dead in 
his tracks, turned, sat down and 
faced Bakewell, waiting for a 
signal. Bakewell extended his 
left. arm at full length and took 
one step to the left. The dog 
caught the signal like a big 
league pitcher getting a signal 
from the catcher. He was off in 
the direction indicated. Bakewell 
gave two blasts on the whistle, 
and Mate turned and ran a short 
distance toward him. Then he 
was upwind from the bird. He 
got the scent and was on it.

E came running back, holding 
H the duck so gently in his 

mouth that the bird wasn’t 
even protesting, just mildly as- 
tonished. Mate trotted up to Bake- 
well, who leaned over and extend- 
ed one hand under the dog’s 
mouth. Mate gently deposited the 
duck in Bakewell’s hand, wagged 
his tail and at a word from his 
master, sat down. 

Bakewell then sent Shed after 
the other duck. This bird had 
traveled 50 yards or more 
through the underbrush. But 
Shed, pausing now and then to 
get directions from his master, 
ranged in ever widening circles, 
until suddenly his tail was seen 
to rise above the brush like a 
flag of victory as he pounced on 
the elusive duck. 

When both dogs were in, Bake- 
well said, “Now I'll show you how 
dogs can find birds they didn’t 
see fall. This is especially valu- 
able to hunters because a well 
trained’ dog can be brought to the 
scene an hour or more after a 
bird has been shot down, and if 
the hunter marked where it fell, 
he can direct the dog to it, using 
nothing but signals.”

THE -MUSEUM, ‘founded in 
1927, previously had been sup- 
‘ported by a corporation called the 
Southwest Missouri Museum Asso- 
ciates, Inc., a lay organization. It 
was announced in Art Digest in 
August 1947 that the city had ap- 
pointed a board of. trustees, and 
that henceforth the two groups 
would work together. 

Two general principles of acqui- 
sition have been evolved, Ames 
said. First, the museum will ac- 
cumulate American art of all 
kinds, periods and places; second, 
it will inform its public about art 
of the rest of the world through 
the comparatively inexpensive 
medium of prints. 

In local implementation of the 
first principle, the museum is en- 
couraging, in particular, the col- 


lection of ceramics, since the re- 
gion is showing advances in that 
field. William H. Blair, who has 
developed a small ceramics indus- 
try in Ozark, Mo,, teaches a 
course in his specialty at the 
museum.

adults and children, with Gene 
Lyonel Johnson, artist and Mil- 
waukee (Wis.)

His 
museum and the Southwest State 
College, because of being in the 
same city, are of mutual benefit 
to each other, he pointed out, pay- 
ing particular tribute to the col- 
lege’s “good, working library.” 
Moving the library away,’ he said, 
would rob the museum of a good 
deal of its effectiveness. .

HEN Mrs. George A. MeCalpin’s children reached school 
age, she began to work in the parish of the Church of 
| the Magdalen. At that time she had no idea that her 
Volunteer activities would grow until they would consume the 
major part of at least three 
days a week, and that they 
would bring her one of the 
highest honors which can be 
bestowed upon a Catholic 
woman. “Each step led to the 
next one so naturally,” says 
Mrs. McCalpin, “that there 
was no stopping point.” . 

From head of her. par- 
ish organization, the first 
step was to membership in 
the mothers’ clubs of St. 
Louis University High School 
and Fontbonne College when 
her children were students 
there. 

The next and greatest 
step was to activity in the 
Council of Catholic Women. 
Mrs. McCalpin is a past sec- 
retary and past treasurer of 
the Council of Catholic Wom- 
en, and last April retired 
after three years as its president. She is still on the board as 
chairman of organization and development. 

While there had been a Council of Catholic Women in 
this Archdiocese for more than 25 years, there was not much

HE milliners have made .a 

straight-forward approach to

That “little girl” look which is 
apparent in so many of the spring- 
time clothes, especially in the em- 
phasis upon shirtwaist themes, 
pleated skirts and pique collars 
has nothing to do with millinery.

TOKYO, Jan. 21—The false 
lure of easy money in hard times 
has attracted Japanese school- 
boys, housewives and office work- 


ers to gambling. They are betting 
on everything from Government 
lotteries to bicycle and horse rac- 
ing and slot machines. 

' Gambling was a,social sin and 
legally a crime in prewar Japan, 
but the Government, hard up for 
funds, fas legalized lotteries and 
other forms of chance to bring 
in new revenue. 

The gambling spirit has in- 
fected almost every aspect of 
Japanese life. Scarce school 
books and paper are distributed 
by means of drawings. Food and 
clothing have been issued in the 
same way. Bicycle racing, which 
draws both male and female par- 
ticipants, is a product of the post- 
war period and is currently en- 
jJoying a boom. Last year Jap- 
anese bet more than 4,000,000,000 
yen on the “bikes.” 

Horse racing has been popular 
in Japan ever since the English 
introduced it here back in the 
1860s.

SHIPS BEING OVERHAULED 


Between now and February 15 
'when the Queen Elizabeth sails 
‘from Southampton, 327,000 tons 
‘of shipping, comprising nine units 
‘of the Cunard White Star fleet, 
will be thoroughly overhauled in 


Southampton and Liverpool. 

The job of repainting and re- 
furbishing passenger accommoda- 
tions after a season is a formid- 
able undertaking. The house- 
wife’s task of yearly spring clean- 
ing is multiplied a thousand-fold 
in this great liner by the need 
for keeping in geod condition 
100,000 pieces of furniture, 5000 
carpets, 5000 bedspreads, and 40,- 
000 curtains.

Construction is expected to be 
started as soon as wrecking of 
the old one, now in progress, is 
completed. Completion in time 
for classes next September is pro- 
posed. The Woermann Construc- 
tion Co. has the general contract, 
which totals $102,267. 

The new building is to be 
“L-shaped,” connecting .with the 
church and with exterior brick 
finish matching that of the church. 
Trim will be in cut stone and 
aluminum. 

Heat is to be distributed by a 
two-pipe system using finned con- 
vestors and unit heaters. A new 
gas-fired boiler is to be installed 
to heat both church and school, 
and the lines will be equipped 
with motor-operated valves in 
three zones to provide independ- 
ent control of heat in school, 
church and areas for social gath- 
erings. Kitchen, sanitary facili- 
ties and classrooms are to have 
mechanically controlled ventila- 
tion equipment. 

Tht ground floor of the new 
structure is to contain a large 
dining hall, with kitchen and 
stage, bowling alleys, sanitary and 
service rooms. The dining hall, 
with stage at one end, is to have 
a 15-foot ceiling, serve for dra- 
matics, suppers, elementary school 
basketball and volley ball, and for 
other activities. Both it and the 
bowling alleys are to have ac- 
coustically tiled ceilings. Sanitary 
rooms are to be finished with 
ceramic floors, glazed tile wains- 
cots. 

On the upper floor are to be 
four classrooms, a pastor’s office, 
teacher’s office, health examina- 
tion and service room. Wainscots 
in corridors and classrooms are to 
be of glazed tile; floors will be 
finished with asphalt tile; ceilings 
with accoustical plaster. 

Light diffusing glass block 
above a steel sash vision strip 
will be used in exterior classroom 
walls, in combination with light 
colored furniture and light green 
chalk boards to achieve an “engi- 
neered day lighting,” of low 
brightness ratios to insure eye- 
comfort.

béer of 1947, and the operation 
has been continued since, em- 
ploying rather steadily an aver- 
age of 400 craftsmen. Only a few 
lots remain upon which building 
has not been started, and they'll 
all be built upon early this year. 

The community has a_  tax- 
assessed valuation of about $1,- 
600,000, which is evenly dis- 
tributed across the entire 190 
acres because no gaps have been 
left to grow up in weeds. Thus, 
expense of Government is borne 
equitably across the community. 


About 260 of the houses are of 
brick and stone construction on 
poured concrete foundations, and 
the remainder are frame on 
poured concrete. More than 200 
freight-car-loads of lumber have 
been used in the project. 


Another trend of contemporary 
home building is exemplified in 
the Hills, particularly in the last 
group of houses, east of the Page-

each decade to 1950. 

The curtains will part to disclose a scene 
from the earliest symphony concert, with an 
effigy of the first conductor, Joseph Otten, 
standing on the podium. Both musicians and 
“audience,” in costumes of the period, will 
represent well known figures of the day, fur- 
ther setting the mood of the scene. Stars of 
the act will be models, each wearing a cos- 
tume vividly expressing a dominant fashion 
note of a decade, and at the same time in a 
“Ballet of the Decades,” by Mme. Victoria

Obviously the original costumes shown here, 
valuable and fragile as they are, would not 
stand the rigors of a dress rehearsal and three 
performances, so the sponsors and directors 
of the production—the Fashion Group of St.

OME Republican _ strategists 
say they don’t went to win 
back control of Congress next 
November. 

Their theory is that the party 
should try to make inroads in the 
Democratic majorities in both 
Houses but stop short of attempt- 
ing to take control and the re- 
sponsibilities that go with it as 
long as a Democrat is in the 
White House. 

The strategy, officials say, 
would be to go for both the Presi- 
dency and full working majorities 
in 1952—majorities that would 
make it unnecessary to call on 
Southern Democrats to help put 
the G.O.P. program over. Thus, 
it is argued, there should be no 
question as to responsibility in 
carrying out national policies. 
At present standings, Repub- | 
licans will need to pick up seven 
Senate seats and 59 House seats 
to gain control. Party officials 
say main campaign efforts this 
year will be concentrated on four 
Senate places now held by Demo- 
crats—two in Connecticut and one 
each in Illinois and Idaho. 

In the House races the big drive 
would be directed at 27 districts 
now represented by Democrats.

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THE MAMBO 
FROM CUBA 


Lively New Dance Is Bouncey 
Swing Version of the Rhumba

HE mambo, new Cuban dance that’s the swing version of the long popular 
rhumba, currently is rocking Havana and Miami Beach night clubs with 
its bouncey rhythm. Returning American vacationists, with their predi- 

lection for swing music, already are spreading the mambo over this country. 
It's being readily accepted. Like American swing, mambo arrangements of 
rhumba tunes stress rhythm rather than melody. 

The relationship of mambo to rhumba is similar, in a degree, to that of 
jitterbug to fox trot. While the conventional rhumba is a conservative dance 
resembling, in style and tempo, the American fox trot, the mambo is exu- 
berant yet not as frantic as American jitterbugging. Although it has no pre- 
scribed form, the mambo features short, choppy, rhumba-like steps and 
more open dancing with partners‘often performing wide-apart solos. The 


rhythm of the mambo represents the strong influence American jazz has had 
on Cuban music in recent years. In a typical mambo variation on a rhumba; 
saxophone licks and trumpet riffs, having little or no reference to the melody, 
play important roles in what is called battling. Dancers, taking up the in- 
fectious off-beat accents of the basic four-four tempo, bounce through in- 
numerable steps, sometimes fast, sometimes slow. Like the musicians, they 
interpret the melody as they see fit. 

Although any description of the mambo makes it sound complicated, 
most Americans find the new dance easier to do than the rhumba, principally 
because it is faster and permits variations related to American dance steps. 
The demonstrators of the mambo on this page are Betty Hermann and Tom 
Phillips of the St. Louis Arthur Murray Studio.

EFORE HE APPEARED in Red River, Mont- 

gomery Clift was $1,300 in debt. 
Since then, he has made three pictures 
which paid him at $100,000 each. So in 
a way Red River was a turning point. 

But the real turning in his life began, 
Clift says, when he was 18 and Elia 
Kazan, a director, told him: “If you 
turn down parts you know you can’t do 
well, and take only parts you can do 
with integrity, success will come of its 
own accord,” 

Today, Monty believes that is the best 
advice he ever heard. Most people, he 
Says, keep an eye on the rewards they 
expect instead of learning to do the 
best that’s in them. 

Monty lost one Broadway role in “Life 
With Father” because he had set his 
heart on working for the director of the 
play—although he knew the role was not 
one for which he was suited. Too late, he 
remembered Kazan’s advice. He lasted 
just five performances. Today he be- 
lieves that rightness of the part comes 
before plays, directors, money or fame. 
And money and fame have come to him 
as Director Kazan said they would. In 
1946, Monty went to Hollywood. Tested 
for a play, he returned to New York 
without waiting even to hear the result. 
He had decided the part wasn’t right. 
He was sent 20-odd scripts after that, 
sent them all back because he still 
couldn’t find a part he couid do well. 


The Job Must Be “Right” 


Then one day came an offer from Pro- 
ducer Howard Hawks to play a cowboy 
in Red River. It was a role he liked and 
knew he could do. He accepted, and Red 
River was a success. Today, Clift is work- 
ing on A Place in the Sun, based on Theo- 
dore Dreiser’s novel, American Tragedy. 
And still reading scripts. He wants 
to hit Broadway again. But the job’s 
got to be “right” or Monty will say no.

nance work, and the third, always kept locked and 
guarded, hauls White House food. 

None of the White House cars are owned by the Gov- 
ernment. By a time-honored custom, they are leased 
for White House work by their proud manufacturers, 
usually for about $500 a year for new ones. 

In spite of the fact that White House cars are renewed 
automatically when in need of repairs, some of them are 
older than even your family jalopy. 

Because modern cars have no running boards, the 
Secret Service sticks to its ancient 1938 Cadillac “parade” 
cars, nicknamed “Queen Mary” and “Queen Elizabeth,” 
with their 165-inch wheelbase and sturdy hand-grips for 
the agents. 


These were famous White House cars: 
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Even more prized is the 1939 open Lincoln “Sunshine nen, nae eae Carey oe 


Special,” first used by President Roosevelt, with its 
bullet-proof glass shields: and the armored 1942 Lincoln 
sedan, used at a stopover at Malta en route to the Yalta 
conference.

President Truman, who drove a Stafford while court- 
ing in 1912, does more personal driving than any other 
Chief Executive in history. A couple of years ago, while

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MEDICINE 
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TOMACH ULCERS rank as the tenth cause of 
death in the United States. There have 
been almost as many cures reported—ranging 
all the way from inhaling snuff and sipping 
cabbage juice to use of hormones—as there are 
ulcer sufferers. 

Right now, the medical spotlight is pointing 
in a new direction, to the hormone enterogas- 
tone, normally found in the stomach. And 
many doctors hope that they are on the road 
at last to a real cure for ulcers. 

Enterogastone appears to contain a mysteri- 
ous “anti-ulcer factor,” and intensive research 
on dogs is now being carried out at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois to isolate and study this factor. 
Most scientists believe it only a matter of time 
until it is located. 

Meanwhile the hormone has been used on 
some 56 human patients with very good re- 
sults. Few lesions have returned once the 
ulcers have been healed. 


Wheat Is an Ulcer? 


A stomach ulcer is nothing more than a trough 
eroded in the stomach wall by digestive acid 
and an enzyme called pepsin. Exactly what 
causes the stomach to turn cannibal and eat 
itself the doctors do not yet know. : 

Irregular meals, poor diet, infection, strain 
and over-work are believed to be possible 
causes—or at least contributing factors. 

Strain and nervousness alone may be the 
cause for a high proportion of ulcers. This 
nervousness apparently causes the stomach to 
secrete too much acid and pepsin. The blood 
vessels in the stomach wall contract, result- 
ing in poor nourishment of the stomach lining. 

Finally, the lining, normally an impervious, 
protective- sheath, breaks at one point. The 
digestive juices start to eat the stomach itself 
—just as if it were another chunk of protein 
to be digested! 

Though stomach ulcers have none of the 
sudden drama of crippling diseases like polio, 
they are still among the worst of man’s ills. 
Because they seem to thrive on tension, they 
strike, more often than not, at our most in- 
telligent citizens — business and proféssional 
leaders and harried public officials. 

Many a promising career has been cut short 
when the aspirant, tortured by ulcers, has had 
to slow down, shed responsibility and coast 
along in a more agreeable, but routine job. 


Six Million Sufferers 


Stimulated perhaps by the increasing tempo 
of modern life, the number of ulcer victims is 
on the rise. A conservative estimate places 
present sufferers at six million. And some ex- 
perts are predicting that as much as 12 per- 
cent of our present populatfon is bound to 
meet up with this affliction. 

In recent months, two new contributions to 
ulcer therapy have been making medical news. 

The first is resin, or the “ion exchange 
antacid,” which works on a chemical principle 
long used by packers to draw excess acids out 
of fruit juices. Conventional antacids have 
several annoying disadvantages; they induce 
constipation in many cases; some cause belch- 
ing and others have a vile taste. 

Resin, which comes in capsule form, is 
claimed to be free of such faults. In a recent 
issue of “The Review of Gastroenterology,”

three New York ulcer specialists reported: 
“Clinical evidence tends to establish the .. 
resin as the closest approach to the ideal 
antacid thus far available...” 

The second recent contribution to ulcer 
therapy which has aroused much comment in 
medical circles is a new sedative, banthine. 
Developed by Dr. Keith S. Grimson, professor 
of surgery at the Duke University School of 
Medicine and Drs. Frank H. Longino and C. 
Keith Lyons of the U. S. Public Health Service, 
it was first used on patients last May. 

Each of the first 18 volunteer patients was 
remarkably benefited, according to Dr. Grim- 
son. Pain was relieved and X-rays indicated 
that the ulcers had healed. 

“All are living normal lives,” Dr. Grimson 
told a meeting of the Southern Medical Asso- 
ciation, “evidently protected by continuous 
medication with banthine, and most have 
stopped their ulcer diets.” 

There are many doctors, however, who, 
though interested in the preliminary reports 
on resin and bathine, are awaiting further 
clinical evidence before making up their minds 
as to the long-term values of either. Some 
specialists are downright skeptical. 

“There have been many new ideas for ulcer 
treatment,” declares Dr. I. M. Grossman, asso- 
ciate professor of physiology at the University

of Illinois, “but thus far there have been no 
significant advances in treatment.”

The enterogastone treatment, admittedly 
still in its formative stages, represents an at- 
tempt to approach the ulcer problem from a 
hitherto untried tack—namely of heading it 
off before it begins, rather than trying to com- 
bat it with palliative measures once it has a — 
foothold. 

Enterogastone, for reasons which University 


of Illinois scientists are now attempting to 
find, acts by making the mucosa, or stomach 


lining, tougher and more resistant to the 
onslaughts of corrosive acids and pepsin found 
in ulcer sufferers. 

It offers the brightest hope to date, medical 
researchers are convinced, that the crippling 
stomach ulcer will one day be cured. 

The critical evaluation of ulcer treatments 
is extremely difficult and takes years because 
some ulcers—for reasons not fully understood 
—go up and down like a toboggan. 

Some ulcers heal spontaneously whether 
treated or not. Others will show remission (i.e., 
healing) for a while and then break out anew. 


Medical Treatment Favored 


Years ago, standard treatment for most ulcer 
victims was drastic surgery. Today, doctors 
veer instead to vigorous medical treatment. 
The current regimen for most ulcer patients 
usually calls for the following: 

1. A bland, soft, nutritious diet. 

2. Frequent feedings to combat formation of 
excess acid in the stomach. 

3. Use of antacids to neutralize acid forma- 
tions. 

4. Temporary use of sedatives and anti- 
spasmodics to induce rest. 

9. Psychiatric treatment in cases which ap-. 
pear to have psychosomatic origin. 

Illinois’ Dr. Grossman‘sums up the problem 
this way: 

“Ulcers are caused by excess acid formation 
in the stomach lining. The problem in treat- 
ment is twofold—one can approach it by coun- 
teracting the acid after it is formed through 
the use of antacids. Or one can attempt to 
prevent the formation of excess acids and 
pepsin through use of sedatives and antispas- 
modic drugs, or through psychiatric treatment 
if the ulcer is due to psychosomatic causes.”

H™ coop is your kitchen? 

If your mealtime workroom is so 
well planned that it saves you energy as 
well as time, you're lucky—and smart. 

But, if your kitchen is a wilderness of 
cluttered cupboards and _ inaccessible 
pans, if the tip-toe stretch and deep-knee 
bend are in order every mealtime, it’s 
time to see what’s wrong. Because too 
many kitchens are ill-planned, Cornell 
University researchers are making a 
Study of better kitchen designs. They 
have found that while today’s housewife 
has more labor-saving aids than Grand- 
ma ever dreamed of, her kitchen too often 
is only a shade more efficient than Grand- 
ma’s. And sometimes it’s much less effi- 
cient. 


Are You a Kitchen Climber? 


The reason: there’s too much stretch- 
ing, too much bending, too much walking 
—in short, too many energy wasting move- 
ments. 

Do you have to climb a chair to reach 
the soup plates? Do you have to bend 
under the sink for the tea pot? “Well, 
don’t,” says Mrs. Esther Crew Bratton, 
assistant professor of home management 
in Cornell’s College of Home Economics. 
‘“You’re only wasting precious energy. 

“And wasted energy,’ she reminds 
housewives, “is no more justifiable in 
your kitchen than in your husband’s office 
or factory.” : 

Do you Know that you use 11 times as 
much energy stooping to reach for a pan 
on a bottom shelf as you do lifting the 
same pan off a shelf 48 inches from the 
floor? 

Mrs. Bratton didn’t either until she 
conducted a series of tests (above, right). 

You use twice as much energy reaching 
for a dish on a head-high shelf about 4 
feet 8 inches above the floor as you do 
moving a dish from a shoulder-high shelf. 
And you use four times as much energy 
getting the same dish from a shelf six 
feet above the floor. 


Tips for Your Own Kitchen 


Can the benefits of these findings be 


put to work in your kitchen? They can, 
say Cornell home economists who offer 
the following advice: 3 

1. Store your heavy plates, bowls, and 
pots at counter level. 

2. Keep all your frequently-used items 
within reach of your normal elbow circle. 

3. Reserve highest and lowest shelves 
in your kitchen for items you use least. 

4. Stack your like items together. 

5. Never stack equipment so that you 
first have to reach over other equipment 
to reach it. 

6. Use a tray when setting your table. 
It will save hundreds of needless steps. 

Simple rules? Yes, but their observ- 
ance, according to Cornell University 
home economists, can help any housewife 
cut down on needless kitchen fatigue.

He Starts 


Monty Atwater lives with danger 


By JACK GOODMAN 


AR UP on a peak near Alta, Utah, 
a dark speck moves against the 
snow. Down below in a quiet valley, 
a group of skiers in parkas stand 
tense, waiting for the explosion. 
Thousands of feet above them, on 
the very summit of Utah’s Wasatch 
Range, an “avalanche man” is at 
work. For two days a storm had piled 
heavy drifts on Rustler Peak—drifts 
that threatened the safety of men, 
women and children skiing below. 
But today the storm has cleared 
away, and early this morning Monty 
Atwater, the U. 8. Forest .Service’s 
avalanche expert started out alone. 
First he planted bright-colored dan- 
ger flags beneath the drifts. Then

the highway was blocked for the 
safety of motorists. 

Now Atwater, snowshoeing to the 
summit, has planted his tetrytol—an 
explosive several times more power- 
ful than dynamite. : 

Up near the tiny dot, the watchers 
see a faint puff of smoke. It is fol- 
lowed by a jarring thud—then from 
the waiting skiers comes the cry: 

“Avalanche!” 

The tiny figure of Atwater can be 
seen scrambling to safety. Then a 
great veil of white snow-—like mist 
from a waterfall—hides him from 
sight. Down comes the snow, gain- 
ing momentum, a deadly, earth- 
Shaking mass that sets the canyon 
roaring. 

For long minutes the avalanche 
continues. 

Then it’s over. Monty Atwater has 
set off another snow slide that might 
have claimed skiers’ lives. 


Avalanches Twice Destroyed Alta 


For 11 of his 44 years, Atwater has 
had a wintertime job unique in the 
U. S.—Keeping the popular skiing 
country around Alta free from ava- 
lanche dangers. It’s a job with con- 
siderable personal danger. Twice in 
the last century Alta has been wiped 
out by avalanches. 

First, Atwater sets up an electrical 
detonator at the nearest point of 
safety. Sometimes this is only 30 feet 
from the explosive. 

Then he depresses the battery | 


plunger and — whoosh! —clouds of 
snow cascade upward, while the 
blast rocks both Atwater and the 
nearby pines. And, out from under 
his feet floods snow by the carload 
—knocked loose before nature can 
act, tumbled to positions where the 
snow mattress can be safely tra- 
versed by zooming skiers. 

If Atwater ever failed to get away 
from the moving mass in its first 
seconds he would be doomed to al- 
most certain death beneath many 
tons of sliding snow. 


A Life Was Lost 


Next month, at Alta, Atwater will 
begin training other Forest Service 
men in avalanche work: Meanwhile, 
his job extends to other snowy do- 
mains as well, for he’s the ruler of 
the Salt Lake City-Alta road. At his 
order a gate is closed to keep motor- 
ists away from the avalanche zones 
until the danger is past. Since 
Atwater’s arrival on the scene there 
has been but one fatality. Back in 
1940 a foolhardy skier disregarded 
his warning signs and ventured out 
on a well-marked avalanche face. 
He never returned. 

Atwater has a bagful of life-sav- 
ing and limb-protecting advice for 
novice skiers as well as old-timers: 

Always follow the instructions of 
the ranger. 

Always remember: “ — avalanche 
hazard rises through a storm, and 
continues until the snow slides.” 


ATWATER STARTS an avalanche. kick- 


ing away dangerous overhanging snow. 
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As a final rule, he cautions, “Never 
go off alone.” 


Atwater looks as weatherbeaten | 


as a mountain himself, and about as 
solid. Stocky, muscular, yet light on 
his feet, he stands an even six feet 
in his socks and weighs 195 pounds. 
His ruddy, deeply-lined face con- 
trasts sharply with sun-bleached 
sandy hair. 

Born in Baker City, Oregon, this 
outdoor man is something of a
